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Families 
are still 
waiting 
for cash 

FAMILIES in Dudley owed 
hundreds of pounds in com¬ 
pensation for noise and foul 
smells they suffered from a 
foundary have yet to receive 
it - despite the council 
agreeing to pay it almost 
three months ago. 

Dudley Council was told 
by the Local Government 
Ombudsman to pay 27 fam¬ 
ilies £250 a week for taking 
too long to deal with the 
complaints made about 
Caparo Aluminium Tech¬ 
nologies Ltd in Wollaston. 

The watchdog was called 
in after hundreds of com¬ 
plaints were made. 

Residents complained to 
the council about the emis¬ 
sions and noise from the 
company, which closed the 
base last year. 

On June 20, councillors 
agreed to the payout, which 
totalled £7,000. 

But three months on, not 
one resident has received 
their entitlement and Sue 
Holmyard, assistant director 
of planning and environ¬ 
mental health, has admitted 
there had been a delay. 

She said: “The delay has 
happened because we are 
spending time tracking 
down residents who have 
moved away. We could have 
done the payments on a drip 
feed basis, but that decision 
was not taken. I will take 
this on board as one of the 
lessons we have learned.” 

Five bailed 
over crash 

FIVE teenagers arrested 
after a crash in which a 19- 
year-old man was killed 
have been bailed by police. 

The men, all from Dudley 
and aged between 17 and 19, 
were arrested on suspicion 
of causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving after the crash 
involving a blue Corsa at 
12.40am on Monday in Dud¬ 
ley Port Road, Tipton, near 
its junction with Anchor 
Road. 

They have been bailed by 
police to a date in December. 

The 19-year-old passen¬ 
ger, also from Dudley, died in 
hospital after being flung 
out of the car which struck a 
wall and a lamp post.

CLEANING jobs at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital are at 
risk as bosses look to save up to £2 million. Interserve, 
which provides the cleaning services at the hospital, is 
carrying out the review of its 150 domestic staff. 

Bosses said the review could lead to redundancies but at this stage it is not known how 
many jobs could go. The Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust is looking to make the sav¬ 
ings on its outlay to Private Finance Initiative(PFI) partners such as Interserve. 

Trust chief executive Paula Clark said: “As part of all the work we are doing with the

BCLM staff 
stunned by 
plan for cuts 

WORKERS at Dudley’s Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum have been left stunned by the 
news the attraction is looking to lose 70 
staff and will close two days a week during 
the winter. 

Staff at the attraction in Tipton Road, 
were left reeling when the announcement 
was made by chief executive Andrew Lovett. 

They fear the measures will “threaten the 
future” of the museum and destroy the 
unique character it has built up over the 
years. 

Workers are now meeting to discuss their 
response to the measures and to devise an 
alternative for management to consider 
before a final decision is made on job losses. 

Staff said they were “very worried” about 
the proposals and planned to use a 30-day 
consultation period to try and get bosses to 
change their minds. 

They said it was not only a matter of sav¬ 
ing positions at the attraction but also the 
impact the measures would have on the 
museum in future. 

A part-time worker, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “Many of those affected by 
this have been at the museum for many 
years and have a great deal of experience. 

“The worry is these measures will ruin 
the whole ethos of the museum.” 
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make efficiencies. It is about making savings 
of that.” But she added “cleanliness remains 
a priority” and that she does not expect the 
standard of care for patients to be affected. 

A statement by Interserve said: “We are 
working to improve service delivery at the 
hospital. As part of this process we are 
undergoing a thorough review with unions 
and our employees. 

“We are at the start of this consultation 
process and have identified a theoretical 150 
positions which may be affected within our 
domestic team. 

“At this stage of the process we do not 
know if any jobs will be affected or how 
many. If redundancies do become necessary 
our goal is to minimise these and to rede¬ 
ploy staff wherever possible. 

“Until the consultation period is over it is 
difficult to comment further.” 

Agreements 

Mrs Clark added: “The three hospitals 
which form The Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust - Russells Hall Hospital, the 
Guest and Corbett Outpatient centres - 
were built under a Private Finance Initia¬ 
tive (PFI) scheme with Summit Healthcare. 

“We have service agreements with our 
PFI partners to deliver domestic services. 
These are provided to agreed standards 
designed to provide our patients with an 
excellent service. 

“We monitor closely the provision of these 
services.” Hospital governor Steve Waltho 
said while he understood cuts had to be 
made to protect front-line services he 
wanted assurances there would be no 
impact on hospital cleanliness. “This is a 
crucial issue for the hospital,” he said. 

“Last week it was reported improvements 
had been made in infection control at the 
hospital and we do not want anything to 
jeopardise the good work which has been 
done. In the present climate we understand 
cuts have to be made to protect services but 
we cannot permit a situation where things 
slip back.”

A VICAR has spoken of his shock after yobs 
smashed three gravestones in a Brierley Hill 
churchyard - causing £14,000 of damage. 

Vandals destroyed headstones and crosses 
in the grounds of St John the Evangelist 
Church, Brockmoor. 

The stones, many of which decades old, 
were kicked or pushed over by yobs. 

Stonework lies smashed across three 
blue-brick raised graves in the burial 
ground which surrounds the 19th century 
church. 

The Rev Steve Martin called police after 
church warden Ron Shaw discovered the 
vandalism. Mr Martin asked residents and 
passersby to remain extra vigilant and to 


report any suspicious activity to police. 

“This is an absolute travesty that people 
want to do such a thing,” he added. “It 
looks like somebody has been in the grave¬ 
yard and, in a mindless act, has just pushed 
them over.” 

“I feel so sad for the people who would get 
a kick out of something like this." 

He believes the vandalism happened 
within the past few days and likely took 
place over the weekend. 

Mr Martin said the stonework had been 
completely destroyed and was beyond 
repair. He added they now faced the task of 
tracing families to inform them of the 
attack. 



New plan 
on table 
for town 
theatre 

A NEW visitor attraction 
could replace the old Dudley 
Hippodrome if the site is 
demolished. 

Sketches show two-storey 
buildings - one coloured yel¬ 
low with two large glass 
entrances, the other green 
with a sloping roof and a ter¬ 
race. They have been 
revealed as part of a plan¬ 
ning application to bulldoze 
the former theatre on Castle 
Hill. 

In documents submitted, 
the council says it would ini¬ 
tially use the site as car 
parking for Dudley Zoo 
before potentially building a 
“sensitive visitor attrac¬ 
tion”. 

The council has not yet 
revealed what type of attrac¬ 
tion it might be. This would 
be designed to enhance one 
of the main entrance gate¬ 
ways to the town. 

But despite the plans, 
Dudley Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Sparks said he would 
consider a campaign group’s 
alternative business plan to 
reopen the theatre. 

Last week, the Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome submit¬ 
ted their business plan to 
councillors in a bid to save 
the site from demolition. 

They want to see the for¬ 
mer theatre reopen so it can 
be used by the community. 

Stray horses 
action plan 

AN action plan to tackle the 
problem of stray and ille¬ 
gally grazing horses in Dud¬ 
ley is to be given a green 
light after a year-long trial 
proved successful. 

Dudley Council launched 
new measures in an attempt 
to control the number of 
horses left to wander around 
borough streets following a 
surge in complaints last 
year. 

They have proved so suc¬ 
cessful the authority is now 
set to adopt them perma¬ 
nently. 

Under the scheme, the 
council, in partnership with 
West Midlands Police, will 
continue to remove all stray 
horses reported on or near 
the highway. 
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Rating is up as superbug cases fall 


DUDLEY’S Russells Hall Hospital, 
which 12 months ago faced a sharp 
rise in the number of patients get¬ 
ting superbug c.diff, is to be awarded 
an improved rating as infection 
numbers continue to fall, bosses 
claim. 

The hospital was given an amber- 
red rating earlier this year by Mon¬ 
itor, the regulator of Foundation 
Trusts, because of the high number 
of cases since last April. 


But the latest assessment by Dud¬ 
ley health trust chiefs indicates a 
green rating for governance - the 
highest available. 

The rating from Monitor focusing 
on infection risk has already 
improved from amber-red to amber- 
green following a 60 per cent drop in 
the number of patients with c.diff. 

Trust governors were told at a 
meeting last week that it is also 
expected to further improve in the 


coming months. Bosses have bought 
two hydrogen peroxide vapour 
machines - fogging machines - at a 
cost of £69,000 to help reduce the 
spread of infections. 

The number of cases has fallen 
from 38 in the first quarter of the 
2011/12 financial year to 14 in the 
first quarter of 2012/13. 

There have been no cases of 
deadly superbug MRSA in the last 
15 months. Director of nursing 


Denise McMahon told the meeting: 
“The rise in cases of c.diff last year 
was not an outbreak - it would have 
been easier in a way if it was, as we 
would have known what to do to 
stop it. 

“The infections were not being 
passed from person to person so it 
was difficult to explain the increase. 
But we set up a team to forensically 
examine what we were doing with 
infection control.”

THE pioneering work of a 
formidable group of Black 
Country women “The Iron 
Ladies of Cradley Heath” 
will be honoured at an 
event in October.

Man set fire 
to himself 

A MAN died from severe 
burns after dousing himself 
with flammable liquid and 
setting fire to himself, an 
inquest heard.

BOM shedding 70 jobs 
over weather and cuts 


THE Black Country Living Museum, Dudley 
plans to shed up to 70 jobs and close two days 
a week in the winter following funding cuts 
and a slump in numbers visiting the attraction.

The museum says it has 
suffered the “most appalling 
summer” due to the 
weather. 

Chief executive Andrew 
Lovett said visitor numbers 
were down up to 15 per cent 
on what would normally 
have been expected. 

The museum, which 
employs 239, will close twice 
a week between November 
and Easter under plans to 
save £250,000 a year. 

It was recently stripped of 
a £70,000 a year grant from 
Dudley Council, which is 
facing millions of pounds of 
cuts of its own and around 
800 job losses. 

The museum receives 
67,000 pupils and students 
on educational visits every 
year. 

Interactive 

Mr Lovett said he wanted 
the museum to offer a 
“deeper, more interactive 
engagement with children 
and students which is more 
challenging and more rele¬ 
vant to the curriculum” but 
which will require a much 
smaller and more highly- 
trained team of staff. 

At the same time the 
museum, which is 98 per 
cent self-funded, has seen a 
drop in its revenue because 
of one of the wettest 
summers on record. 

Mr Lovett said: “We owe it 
to the children and students 
that visit, as well as those 
that had the foresight to 
create this remarkable 
museum, to deliver the best 
possible educational serv¬ 
ices. 

“These changes have the 
potential to put us at the 
forefront of heritage educa¬ 
tion in the UK. At the same 
time, in the face of continu¬ 
ing difficult economic condi¬ 
tions and frankly, the most 


outdoor visitor attractions, 
we must adapt by reducing 
costs, as well making sure 
we are generating as much 
revenue as we possibly can.” 

The 26-acre site boasts 
one of the largest open-air 
museums in the UK. Its 
village spans 170 years of 
history from 1770 to the 
1940s. 

The museum, in Tipton 
Road, Dudley, would be 
closed Mondays and Tues¬ 
days from November 1 if 
plans go ahead. 

Up to 70 posts are likely to 
be affected including 40 
casual staff working as cos¬ 
tumed guides. 

One of the 28 contracted 
costumed demonstrators 
who work on the tram, in the 
houses and other exhibits is 
also expected to be made 
redundant. The rest of the 
job losses will come from the 
contracted staff, including 
those behind-the-scenes in 
administrative roles. 

Revamp 

Mr Lovett said he was 
intending to revamp the 
scheme for schools. 

But the move is likely to 
mean schools will not be 
taken around by a guide. He 
said: “We can engage more 
with the children. We’re pro¬ 
ducing a lot more resources 
they can use to help them 
understand what life was 
like for Victorian youngsters 
and empathise with them.” 

Dudley Council’s funding 
cut does not come into effect 
until next year. 

Mr Lovett said: “I won’t 
have a bad word said against 
them. 

“They’ve always sup¬ 
ported us but they have to 
make savings. ” 



The Black Country Living Museum plans 
to cut jobs and its opening hours. Its chief 
executive ANDREW LOVETT explains why 

What is the museum doing? 

The museum is consulting with its staff 
about proposals concerned with enhancing 
the way the museum provides services for 
educational groups, reducing its winter 
opening by two days per week between 
November and Easter, taking steps to 
improve the management and results of its 
commercial operations and making changes 
to reduce management costs. 

Why is the museum bringing forward 
these proposals? 

The museum welcomes 67,000 pupils and 
students a year. It wants to provide educa¬ 
tional services that reflect the quality and 
national significance of its recently desig¬ 
nated collections. 

The museum wants to match the best 
museums in the country by offering a 
deeper, more interactive engagement with 
children and students which is more chal¬ 
lenging and relevant to the curriculum. This 
will require a much smaller and more 
highly-trained team. 

At the same time, and in common with 
many organisations in the public and 
private sectors, the museum has seen a drop 
in its revenues during difficult economic 
times. 

As an outdoor visitor attraction, this has 
been compounded by the appalling weather 
over the last five months. And although only 


a relatively small proportion, funding from 
Dudley Council is also being withdrawn in 
2013. To reduce costs, while maximising 
visitor attendance, it is proposed that the 
museum reduce its opening times. 

It is also proposed that costumed ‘posi¬ 
tions’, numbering 28, are prioritised with a 
view to making a reduction of one. 

It also proposes to reduce management 
costs and improve commercial trading 
results. 

How much does the museum cost to run? 

The current annual funding requirement 
of the museum is £3.297m per year. 

How much will these proposals save? 

If implemented in full these proposals will 
reduce costs by around £250,000. 

How many staff will potentially be affected? 

If these proposals are implemented in full 
and depending on how the staff affected 
might be resettled into different or revised 
roles, up to 70 people might be affected, of 
which approximately 40 would be the 
current casual team of costumed guides. 
What timescale is attached to the proposals? 

Over a period of at least 30 days, the 
museum is now undertaking consultations 
with its staff and staff representatives. Any 
changes will be introduced as soon as possi¬ 
ble following consultation. 

Will the museum’s programme of winter 
events be affect by the proposals? 

No. All winter events will go ahead, and 
visitors should not notice any change in 
what the museum has to offer. Tickets for 
the winter events are now on sale. 


Teenager 
owns up 
to attack 
in street 

A 16-YEAR-OLD has admit¬ 
ted an attack that left an 
Oldbury teenager fighting 
for his life in hospital. 

Conor Southall was left 
with brain damage, which 
has left him struggling to 
walk and talk when tired, 
after being hit by a single 
punch on June 15. 

The defendant, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, pleaded guilty to 
unlawfully and maliciously 
causing grievous bodily 
harm at a hearing at Dudley 
Youth Court. 

The court heard how the 
victim, who is also 16, was on 
the way home with a friend 
from a shop in Halesowen 
when he spotted three 
teenagers including the 
defendant on the other side 
of the road. 

The trio started shouting 
abuse at them before the 
defendant walked across the 
road and punched the victim 
in the face, the court heard. 

The blow from the defen¬ 
dant knocked him out, said 
Mrs Sukhi Rai, prosecuting. 
She said: “He was placed in a 
medically induced coma.” 

Mr Shabeer Qureshi, 
defending, said the defen¬ 
dant was “wracked with 
guilt” over the attack. The 
case has been adjourned.

Couple get pet ban after neglecting pony 


A COUPLE who kept a pony in 
their shed without any natural 
light have been banned from 
owning pets for 10 years. 

The two-year-old dark bay cob 
was found emaciated by RSPCA 
inspectors in the garden of Lisa 
and Wayne Badgers’ former home 
in Nelson Street, Dudley. 

The pony, which had been 
bought by the couple for their 
children, had been living in the 
shed and had been fed on a diet 
vegetables for at least four weeks. 

Both Mrs Badger, aged 31, and 


Mr Badger, 28, who now live in 
Fens Crescent, Brierley Hill, had 
pleaded guilty to causing unnec¬ 
essary suffering to an animal and 
failing to take reasonable steps to 
ensure its needs. 

The RSPCA were called to the 
couple’s former home on Febru¬ 
ary 20 following a tip-off, Dudley 
Magistrates’ Court heard. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting 
for the RSPCA, said: “An inspec¬ 
tor called round and was shown 
through the house to the garden 
where there was a garden area 


with rubbish and a shed. “Inside 
the shed was the pony. It was ema¬ 
ciated, it’s back bone clearly 
visible. It was dirty and lice 
infested. The shed had no natural 
light and on the floor there was a 
bowl with vegetables in it.” 

Mr Badger was cautioned by 
the inspector but two days later 
the RSPCA returned to find the 
pony in exactly the same state. 
The animal was seized and taken 
to a vet where it was treated. 

District Judge Graham Wilkin¬ 
son banned the pair from owning 


animals for 10 years and ordered 
them to pay £1,150 in vets and 
court costs. The pair were also 
given a 12-month supervision 
order. 

The judge said: “Every young 
girl wants a pony, but everyone 
knows that they are expensive 
and that they have complex 
needs. But you put one into a back 
yard and took little care of it.” 

“Naively, you tried to provide 
the horse with food and water, but 
you were totally ill-equipped to 
deal with the animal.”

Mother gets suspended 
term for £100.000 fraud 


A MOTHER-of-three claimed 
more than £100,000 in benefits 
over nine years after failing to tell 
the authorities her partner was 
living at the same address, a court 
heard. 

Alice Gough received a total of £101,198 in 
income support, housing and council tax 
benefit, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told yesterday. 

The 39-year-old, who is expecting another 
child next year, did not inform the authori¬ 
ties she was living with her partner during 
the period. She claimed income support 
between March 28, 2002 and June 23, 2011. 

There were claims for housing and council 
tax benefit between April, 2004 and June, 
2011, the court was told. 

Gough, of Marigold Crescent, Dudley, was 
given a 12-month jail term suspended for 24 
months and ordered to carry out 100 hours 
unpaid work. She was also placed under 
supervision. 

Judge Helen Hughes said there “may be 
criticism for being lenient” but she had 
taken into account Gough was the primary 
carer of her three children with another one 
on the way. Gough, who works as a part-time 
carer, pleaded guilty to two charges of dis¬ 
honestly failing to notify a change in circum¬ 
stances at a hearing on August 9 - when she 
had been due to stand trial. 

Miss Laura CuIIey, prosecuting, said 
investigations had revealed she and her 
partner had put down the same address 
when registering the children. 

Mr Andrew Wallace, defending, said: “She 
is of previous good character and is the 
primary carer for her children.”

Care Oust reports £5.9m 
surplus before handover 


DUDLEY Primary Care Trust has 
reported a healthy £5.9 million 
surplus as it prepares to hand 
over management of the 
borough’s healthcare. 

Doctors on the Clinical Commissioning 
Group will take over the purse strings in 
April. But Gill Cooper, chairman of the 
Black Country Cluster, speaking at the 
trust’s final annual meeting, warned of 
“huge challenges” ahead. 

She said the financial challenges facing 
the NHS were greater than ever before and 
tough decisions would be necessary,. 

“There will be very difficult decisions to 
make about what we can provide and what 
we cannot provide,” Ms Cooper said. 

Dr Jas Rathore, clinical executive for 
Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group, said 
among the issues to be tackled was the nine- 
year gap in life expectancy between the most 
deprived and most affluent areas. 

Finance director James Green told how a 
total of £9.7 million had been saved through 
a variety of schemes by the former Dudley 
PCT during the year, including £2.7m by 
cutting management costs and £1.7m 
through better prescribing of drugs. 

Rob Bacon, chief executive of the Black 
Country Cluster, said challenges for the 
CCG included a continued need for effi¬ 
ciency, while at the same time grasping 
advances in medical care, such as tele¬ 
health. 

“They’ve got huge challenges ahead of 
them, with an ageing population, increasing 
numbers with long-term conditions and 
more people with multiple health issues,” he 
said.

SHOPPERS in Dudley and Brier- 
ley Hill are demanding smarter 
town centres, free parking and 
lower shop rents to help revive 
the high streets. 

They have responded to the latest survey 
that claimed the two towns as among the 
worst in the country for the number of 
empty shops. 

Dudley was ranked the poorest perform¬ 
ing medium-sized town with 32.4 per cent of 
shops empty. Brierley Hill came fourth in 
the list of worst performing small towns 
with 29.6 per cent of retail units vacant. 

In Dudley, unemployed grandmother 
Tracey Liebenrood, aged 42, of Halesowen 
Road, Cradley Heath, said a “better variety 
of shops” was needed to attract more people. 

She added: “There are too many of the 
same kind of shops, and many people are 
ditching the town centre for places like 
Merry Hill.” 

Unemployed Warren Clayton, 45, of Shaw 
Road, Dudley said: “The place could be 
tidier, the High Street has definitely gone 
downhill in recent years. 

“We could do with more features too and 
the rents could be reduced to help the busi¬ 
nesses stay open.” 

Retired tanker driver Harry Vernon, 76, 
of Dean Court, Brierley Hill, said free 
parking would “benefit the town”, and 
retired tyre maker Fred Staite, 63, of Allan 
Close, Brierley Hill, said the town was 
“dying”. 

He added: “There are so many closures I 
just can’t help think can’t the rents be 
lowered to help.”

Shooting club could be 
forced to boost security 


A NIGHTCLUB in Dudley where a 
man was shot could be forced to 
tighten up security when its 
licence is reviewed at a meeting 
of council chiefs. 

Hustlers in King Street, was closed for 24 
hours after a man was hit in the arm in the 
crowded club in June. 

Following its reopening, police called for a 
review of the premise licence on the grounds 
of the prevention of crime and disorder. On 
Tuesday, Dudley councillors were due to 
review the licence and will have the power to 
modify, suspend and even revoke it. 

West Midlands Police spokesman Gina 
Lycett said: “The request for the review 
comes following the shooting at the night¬ 
club on June 23. We are not asking for the 
club to lose its licence, we are asking the 
owners to tighten up the conditions over 
security. 

“It relates to improved CCTV coverage, 
registered door staff and signage outside the 
club.” 

The licensing committee, headed by 
Councillor Hilary Bills, will have a range of 
options available to them after hearing from 
the police and the club’s owner Mr Khan. 

The nightclub, which also serves as an 
American pool bar, currently has a licence to 
open for sporting and music events with the 
sale of alcohol from 9am to 4am, Monday to 
Sunday. However, its current opening times 
are 11am to 11.30pm, Sunday to Wednesday, 
11am to 12.30am on Thursday and 11am to 
4am, Friday and Saturday. 

Attempts to contact the nightclub owners 
for a comment, were unsuccessful.

Campaigners keeping up 
battle over gallery threat 


CAMPAIGNERS vowed to continue their 
fight to save Kidderminster Library’s 
closure-threatened gallery as the council 
launched a second consultation on its 
future. 

Members of the Friends of Kidderminster 
Library Gallery gathered last week to 
discuss how to move forward in their bid to 
stop the arts and performance space from 
being scrapped. Worcestershire County 
Council wants to move around 130 workers 
into the gallery on the second floor of the 
library instead. 

When the move was first announced four 
months ago, arts and music groups in the 
town protested, prompting the council to 
put the plans on hold. 

But designs have now been drawn up for 


two new options for the library and resi¬ 
dents are being asked for their views. 

Option A would still see the second floor 
converted into offices but a smaller gallery 
with meeting rooms would be created on the 
first floor. The Steinway grand piano would 
be moved to the Corn Exchange next to Kid¬ 
derminster Town Hall. 

Option B would see the gallery remain on 
the second floor but part of the room would 
be turned into offices. More offices would 
also be provided on the first floor. It has not 
been decided what would happen to the 
piano under this option. At at recent 
meeting the Friends agreed to write to the 
council to say they did not approve of Option 
A or any option which would see the piano 
move out of the library. 


Sl/R Id launch £3m shares 


A £3 MILLION share offer will 
be launched by the Severn 
Valley Railway to pay for a 
new visitor centre and to bring 
a historic locomotive back 
into use. 

Railway chiefs want to raise the 
money to build the centre, station 
gateway and spectator gallery at 
Bridgnorth railway station and to 
create a heritage engineering and 
building training academy. 

Further ideas include restoring the 
Hagley Hall locomotive - which has 
not worked for more than 23 years - 
and carrying out further maintenance 
to the line and its infrastructure to 
preserve it for decades to come. From 


October 1, three million shares priced 
at £1 each will be on offer, giving 
enthusiasts the chance to own a part 
of the railway. A launch event will also 
be held on October 13 and 14 at a 
members’ and shareholders’ 
weekend. 

Anniversary 

It comes as bosses at the railway cel¬ 
ebrate the line’s 150th anniversary 
this year, while 2015 will be the 50th 
anniversary of the launch of a cam¬ 
paign to bring the line back into use. 

A spokesman for the SVR said: “To 
mark the 150th anniversary of the 
line, Severn Valley Railway is launch¬ 
ing a share issue in October which will 
give anyone with a keen interest in 
the railway the opportunity to own 


part of a growing national treasure.” 

He said the aim was to provide 
investment in visitor amenities, 
rolling stock and infrastructure, 
including the creation of a heritage 
engineering and building training 
academy for young people. 

“The next major milestone in the 
history of the railway will be our 
golden jubilee in 2015 marking 50 
years since the start of the campaign 
to reopen the line as a heritage 
railway. 

“Feedback from shareholders, sup¬ 
porters and volunteers suggests that 
the time is right for the board to 
embark on a major investment pro¬ 
gramme to prepare the railway for the 
next 50 years.” 


Aldi taking 
on youths 

ELEVEN teenagers have 
been signed up as appren¬ 
tices at supermarket chain 
Aldi following a recruitment 
campaign run by a Black 
Country college. 

Stourbridge College’s 
Black Country Skills Shop 
launched the scheme in 
March and targeted school 
leavers interested in pursu¬ 
ing a career in retail man¬ 
agement. 

They will work across 19 
stores covering the Black 
Country, Worcestershire and 
Shropshire after bosses 
received 980 applications. 

Skills shop staff whittled 
the numbers down to the 
last 50.

A PETITION calling for the speed limit to be slashed on a 
busy road near a Stourport school has been presentd to 
council chiefs. 

Around 260 people have backed the campaign launched 
by resident Ray Kilgour who is concerned about the number 
of cars ignoring the 30mph limit in Princess Way, Areley 
Kings. He wants the county council to introduce a 20mph 
limit by St Bartholomew’s Primary School. County council¬ 
lor John Thomas has been given the petition and will take 
it to County Hall. 

Worcestershire’s transport chief Councillor John Smith 
has pledged to look into the situation and see what can be 
done to make it safer for schoolchildren. 

Mr Kilgour, aged 75, who has lived in Princess Way for 
more than 30 years, has branded the road as “an accident 
waiting to happen” 

“I am worried someone is going to get badly hurt if some¬ 
thing is not done to stop people speeding. 

“The speed of the traffic is out of this world. Reducing the 
speed limit would force people to slow down.” 

His campaign has been backed by Stourport town coun¬ 
cillor Ken Henderson. 

“Speeding is a big problem in Areley Kings but it is par¬ 
ticularly worrying in Princess Way because of the school. 

“Full credit to Mr Kilgour for going out on the streets and 
collecting the signatures,” said Councillor Henderson. 

Councillor Smith, who is Worcestershire County 
Council’s cabinet member for transport, has said he will 
look into Mr Kilgour’s concerns. 

“We will certainly take a look at what is happening there 
and look at the speed of the traffic and the amount of traffic 
using the road to see if a 20mph limit is appropriate.”

Buyer finally found for 
eyesore memorial club 


A FORMER war memorial club in 
Stourbridge which has become 
and eyesore after standing empty 
for more than a decade, has been 
sold. 

Stourbridge War Memorial Club, Amble- 
cote High Street, has been on the market for 
years and the building has become dilapi¬ 
dated through vandalism, fire and weather. 

The Lee, Shaw Partnership said a sale had 
now been agreed for the site. Officials said 
the sale was “progressing well” and no 
further negotiations were expected at the 
present time. 

The deal is expected to be finalised soon. 
Sold signs have now gone up outside the 
building but the agents refused to comment 
on whether the site had been sold to an indi¬ 
vidual or a company. 

They said at present it was not clear what 
future plans for the site would be. 

Residents have been calling for action to 
clean up the site for years saying the build¬ 
ing has become an eyesore on one of the 
main routes into Stourbridge town centre. 

It is not the first time sold signs have been 
put up at the building this year. A sale was 
agreed in April this year but fell through less 
than a month later . 

Plans were also submitted in 2009 to turn 
the site into a restaurant and cabaret but 
the scheme floundered over traffic concerns. 

Spokesman Jo Walford said: “A sale has 
now been agreed for the former war memo¬ 
rial club and everything is progressing well 
at the present time. 

“There has been a lot of interest expressed 
in the site.”

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DIY shopkeeper Kathy 
loses battle with cancer 


A FORMER shopkeeper has died at the age 
of 74 following a 12-month battle with 
cancer. 

Kathleen Price, who was known as Kathy, 
and her husband Bryan ran a DIY store in 
Wolverhampton Street, Dudley, for more 
than 25 years. Mrs Price, of Mount Street, 
Wolverhampton, was diagnosed with cancer 
last September. 

Her niece said she had been “very posi¬ 
tive” in her approach to dealing with the 
disease. 

“She knew she couldn’t beat it but was 
very positive about it,” said niece Karen 
Jones, aged 54, of Tansley Hill Road, Dudley. 
“She was bubbly and outgoing and it’s so sad 
she has lost her fight with cancer because 
she had so much to live for.” 


Mrs Price and her husband, now 77, 
retired from their shop Bryan Price Do It 
Yourself in 1986. 

“There was nothing you couldn’t buy 
there and my aunt was very much involved 
in running the shop, while my uncle did all 
the fetching and carrying,” said Mrs Jones. 

The couple have no children but Mrs 
Jones said her aunt “lived for” her husband 
and their two corgi dogs. 

Mrs Price, who was born in Corporation 
Road, Dudley, and was one of 13 children of 
Bertha and Jim Waterfield, died on August 
20 in New Cross Hospital, Wolverhampton. 

The funeral will be held at Our Blessed 
Lady and St Thomas of Canterbury Catholic 
Church in St Joseph Street, Dudley, on Sep¬ 
tember 13, at 10.15am. 


JB's ex-owner lost £lm 


THE former owner of leg¬ 
endary rock club JB’s said he 
has lost up to £1 million after 
the venue entered adminis¬ 
tration. 

Led Zeppelin’s Robert Plant, U2 and 
The Stone Roses all played gigs at the 
Dudley club. 

But the writing was on the wall for 
JB’s, which had been in the town for 42 
years, when it entered administration 
in 2010. Sam Jukes, who established 
the club and was in charge until its 
final night last January, is still reeling 
from the huge losses. 

He said: “The building was sold for 
£225,000 but really it was worth two or 
three times that, plus there was all the 


equipment. It is just a shame that it 
took this recession to hit and kill us off 
after all these years. It cost me a few 
hundred thousand pounds, maybe up 
to £lm.” 

Mr Jukes, aged 66, of Tipton, said 
the downfall of JB’s reflected the hit 
the industry took by the recession in 
general. 

Recession 

He established club nights at the old 
bar at Dudley Town’s former ground in 
1969 before the original JB’s club 
opened in King Street. 

“All of it is the result of the bad reces¬ 
sion which has affected a lot of people 
and we were not immune from that,” 
he said. “I was not a magician but at 
the end of the day there have been a lot 


of other venues that have gone the 
same way so what can you do?” 

JB’s is now owned by businessman 
Ramesh Kumar Ahir, who took over in 
October and pumped in cash to set 
about transforming the club. 

The new look JB’s was revealed last 
week. It has been restored and mod¬ 
ernised. 

Gone is the atmospheric, dimly-lit 
rock club, with its brick and wood bar, 
tiered flooring down to the dance floor 
and rudimentary seating around the 
edges. 

In its place are a stylish contempo¬ 
rary dining and dance area with a chess 
board-effect dance floor and white- 
covered chairs tied up with fancy red 
bows.

Piggin' plan aims to 
clear foreign plants 

PIGS have been drafted in to help clear an invasive plant 
from taking hold in woodlands at a South Staffordshire 
beauty spot. 

They were brought in do their bit towards ridding Kinver 
Edge of Himalayan Balsam. The experiment, which has 
seen three Hampshire sows snuffling around in the 
bracken, has been carried out by the National Trust. 

Hay Farm Project based in Six Ashes near Kinver pro¬ 
vided three of their sows. They have been busy eating their 
way through the foreign plant which experts say has come 
to dominate woodland and rivers, spreading quickly and 
destroying the habitats of local wildlife. Himalayan Balsam 
was introduced to the UK as an ornamental plant but can 
damage native grasses and flowers. The woodland at Kinver 
Edge is a Site of Special Scientific Interest. National Trust 
countryside manager Alex Morley said the work of the pigs 
was important for the conservation of the area.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans for a 
£120 million incinerator in a village 
near Kidderminster are looking to 
launch a legal bid to stop the devel¬ 
opment going ahead. 

The EnviRecover plant in Hartlebury near 
Kidderminster would be open by late 2013 
and site bosses say they hope to start building 
by the end of the year. The decision to approve 
the plans was announced by Communities 
and Local Government Secretary Eric 
Pickles. 

It follows a three year fight by residents. 

But protesters said they have instructed a 
legal team to investigate if there are grounds 
for a judicial review in the High Court. 

They were due to discuss the next plan of 
action at a meeting of Hartlebury Parish 
Council this week. 

The Mercia Waste Management plant will 
take up to 200,000 tons of waste from Worces¬ 
tershire and Herefordshire each year. 

This will then be converted into up to 15.5 
megawatts of electricity - enough to supply 
about 20,000 homes. 

But the scheme, first unveiled in 2009, 
prompted more than 1,100 letters of objection 
and a petition against the plant was signed by 
2,300 people. 

Chairman of the campaign group, Worces¬ 
tershire Residents Against Incineration and 
Landfill, Ray Kirby, said: “We have instructed 
legal counsel to ascertain if there are grounds 
for a judicial review. Even if we were granted 
a judicial review and won, there is no obliga¬ 
tion on the Secretary of State to accept the 
decision. Or he could put certain conditions 
on the plans.” 


School security upgrade 

A PRIMARY school in Dudley has been 
given the go-ahead to put up gatesand high 
fencing around its grounds. 

Newfield Park Primary School, Whitting- 
ham Road, Halesowen, has been granted 
permission by Dudley Council for the secu¬ 
rity measure. 


STAFF at several Dudley charities 
are celebrating the 80th anniver¬ 
sary of their base by looking back on 
its history. 

The Mary Stevens Maternity 
Home - now known as the Mary 
Stevens Centre - reaches the land¬ 
mark age this month. 

The building, which now houses 
the blind charity Pocklington Trust 
Resource Centre and Age UK, 


served as a maternity home until 
1984. It was commissioned by Mary 
Stevens’ husband, Ernest. 

In the early 1930s it was obvious 
there was an urgent need for a 
maternity home. Mr Stevens 
decided to demolish White Hall, 
which stood on the site originally, 
and build the home. On September 
22 an anniversary coffee morning 
will be held from 10am to noon.

THIS Sunday (16) at the Autumn 
Wings and Wheels Fly-in at Half¬ 
penny Green Airport, the Boulton 
Paul Association will be exhibiting 
a replica of the world’s first aircraft 
gun turret in the nose of an Over¬ 
strand bomber. 

Back in the early 1930s, as aircraft 
speeds increased, the poor old air 
gunners in their open cockpits were 
having great difficulty training their 
hand held guns in the 150mph slip¬ 
streams, and changing magazines 
with frozen fingers, sometimes drop¬ 
ping them overboard. 

In response Boulton Paul Aircraft, 
then in Norwich, came up with the 
world’s first fully-enclosed power- 
operated gun turret, and redesigned 
their Sidestrand medium bomber, 
replacing the open gunner’s position 
in the nose with the new turret. 

The redesigned aircraft was called 
the Overstrand, the two names being 
those of small villages in Norfolk. 

The circular turret was pneumati¬ 
cally powered, the single Lewis gun 
operating a plunger on each side of

the vertical slot in which it lay, to 
revolve the turret in either direction. 

The slot was closed by another 
contemporary, piece of advanced 
technology, a zip. As the gun was 
raised or lowered it automatically 
opened and closed the zip, keeping 
the gunner draught-free inside. 

Badge 

When the turret was locked in 
position, the gunner could perform 
his other function of bomb-aimer, 
opening a small window, and swing¬ 
ing his bomb-sight into position. 

The RAF’s single Sidestrand 
squadron, No 101, was re-equipped 
with the new aircraft, and as the first 
squadron in the World with turret¬ 
armed bombers, to this day features 
a ‘turret’ on its badge, though of the 
medieval castle variety. 

All the Overstrands were built in 
Norwich, but Boulton Paul did bring 
two of them to Wolverhampton when 
the company re-located, and used 
them for turret development work. 


It had purchased the rights to a 
French electro-hydraulic power sys¬ 
tem for use in its subsequent tur¬ 
rets, like the Defiant and Roc 
fighters which were rolling down its 
production lines at the outbreak of 
War, and it was in the nose of an 
Overstrand that these turrets were 
first flown. 

More than 20,000 Boulton Paul 
gun turrets were built over the next 
15 years, up to and including that 
fitted to the nose of the famous Avro 
Shackleton. 

Ten years ago the Boulton Paul 
Association set out to build a replica 
of this revolutionary gun turret, and 
the nose of an Overstrand bomber, 
in which to display it. It is this 
replica, newly completed, which will 
be exhibited at Cockpits West, a dis¬ 
play of aircraft cockpits which will 
be one of the many attractions at the 
show. 

Also on display will be one of 
Boulton Paul’s Avro Lincoln tail tur¬ 
rets, which also equipped No 101 
Squadron, 10 years after their gun¬ 
ners first came in out of the cold.

I ENJOYED visiting 
two Brierley Hill char¬ 
ities - Top Church 
Training and the 
Brierley Hill Project - 
both of which work 
with young people on 
issues including edu¬ 
cation, training and 
aspiration. 

It was great to meet 
workers, volunteers and 
service users. 

I continued on to the 
book launch for Brierley 
Hill at Work by historian 
Ned Williams at Bank 
Street Methodist Church. 

Also I opened the Wall 
Heath Horticultural Soci¬ 
ety’s 66th annual show at 
Wall Heath Community 
Centre and held a con¬ 
stituency advice surgery at 
Brierley Hill Library and 
another the following morn¬ 
ing at Kingswinford Com¬ 
munity Centre, taking my 
count of surgeries since 
being elected at the 2010 
general election up to one 
hundred. 

I have held regular sur¬ 
geries across Dudley South 
at community centres and 
libraries in Kingswinford, 
Wordsley, Pensnett, Nether- 
ton and Brierley Hill. 

Pleasingly, Dudley Coun¬ 
cil has agreed not to charge 
for room hire at these coun¬ 
cil owned facilities meaning 
not a penny has been 
charged to the taxpayer for 
me to meet with local resi¬ 
dents as their MP 

I'm grateful to Dudley 


Council for agreeing not to 
charge for room hire for my 
constituency advice surger¬ 
ies. 

Indeed, it would be per¬ 
verse - and an unnecessary, 
time-consuming additional 
bureaucratic process and 
expense - to have to claim 
taxpayers’ money from the 
Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority to 
cover the cost of room hire 
payable to the (taxpayer 
funded) local authority. 

Knocking 

Having already held a 
hundred surgeries the tax¬ 
payer has been saved many 
thousands of pounds in 
room hire. 

I have always enjoyed 
knocking on doors and talk¬ 
ing to locals about matters 
of concern to them - what 
we political types call can¬ 
vassing. 

So, as soon as I was 
elected, the need to hold 
regular constituency advice 
surgeries to regularly meet 
with constituents face-to- 
face seemed obvious to me. 


During the past couple of 
years I have had many 
memorable conversations 
with locals at my surgeries. 

My team and I have 
taken-up dozens of cases. 

I have dealt with every¬ 
thing from the most har¬ 
rowing and heartbreaking 
of cases through to huge 
frustration with slow and 
inefficient public bureau¬ 
cracies.

My proudest moment as

On many occasions I’ve 
listened and not been able 
to disagree with a word 
that’s been said. 

The sheer, unadulterated 
common sense of the hard¬ 
working, law-abiding, fam¬ 
ily-oriented majority of 
people in the Black Country 
is confirmed at almost every 
surgery I hold. 

I have for many years 
been a supporter of the 
Direct Democracy campaign 
to bring power and deci¬ 
sion-making closer to peo¬ 
ple at the local level. 

The main think tank 
behind this movement, Pol¬ 
icy Exchange, led the way in 
making the case for the 
election of regional Police 
and Crime Commissioners.

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Rider hurt in 
100ft plunge 

A MAN was injured after he lost control of 
his motorbike and fell down a steep 
embankment in Dudley. 

Emergency services were called to help 
the rider, who is believed to have fallen 
about 100ft. 

It is understood the man, who was in his 
30s had been riding in Wrens Nest National 
Nature Reserve when the accident hap¬ 
pened. Firefighters were called to help para¬ 
medics lift the man to safety. Watch 
commander Lee Wilson said: “It was a case 
of carrying him out as best we could. It’s not 
clear how it happened. He was in a bad 
way.” He suffered back, neck and chest 
injuries and was transported to Russels 
Halls Hospital. 

The man was fully immobilised before 
being placed on to an all-terrain vehicle. 


Firebugs thought to be behind 
blaze that scorched 74 acres 


A FIRE thought to the work of arson¬ 
ists destroyed around 74 acres of 
wheat and straw. 

More than 60 firefighters battled the grass fire 
on land near to Himley Hall, Himley near Dudley 
which is believed to have been started deliberately. 

It began just before 4.30pm on Sunday and 
strong winds caused it to spread rapidly. There 
were initially concerns that nearby buildings 
where dozens of game birds are bred could be 
under threat. 

Crews asked for tractors to be put on standby 
in the eventuality trenches would need to be dug 


to stop the flames spreading. But they managed 
to get it under control. 

Incident commander Mick Archer said: “This 
was potentially very serious but, because of the 
large number of resources at our disposal, we were 
able to deal with it in a quick and efficient man¬ 
ner. 

“The grass had recently been cut and it was a 
hot day so it flashed across very quickly. The 
biggest issue was the wind.” The fire was eventu¬ 
ally brought under control by 7pm. 

Mr Archer added: “We believe it may have been 
started deliberately but investigations are ongo¬ 
ing.”

Probation sites 
closure plans 

THREE of Dudley’s probation offices will 
close under plans to build a new two-storey 
headquarters for around 80 staff. 

The workers, based in Dudley, Stourbridge, 
Netherton and Halesowen will move into the 
base at Castlegate Business Park. 

The offices, run by Staffordshire and West 
Midlands Probation Trust in Stourbridge, 
Netherton and Halesowen will shut. 

While offender management staff based at 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court will also relocate 
to the new building. A planning application 
has been submitted to Dudley Council by 
developer Stoford, contracted by the Ministry 
of Justice. 

Once planning permission has been 
granted, work on the scheme can start. Con¬ 
struction is expected to end by September 
2013.

Project manager Sarah Sanderson will accompany them 
in a support vehicle over the two-days. 

The team is hoping to raise money for the Fire Fighters 
Charity and St Richard’s Hospice in Worcester, as they com¬ 
plete their ride. 

Mr Griffiths said: “We will be in Worcestershire until 
early afternoon on Friday, and then in Herefordshire on Fri¬ 
day afternoon and Saturday morning, with plans to cycle 
into Hereford to join the Open Day at Hereford Fire Station 
early afternoon.

STAFF at the region’s ambulance 
service suffered more than 200 phys¬ 
ical assaults in a year - but only 19 
per cent resulted in a prosecution. 

Crews at West Midlands Ambulance came 
under attack 210 times while responding to calls 
during the 2011/12 financial year. 

There were also 381 reported cases of verbal 
threats and abuse made against ambulance staff 
during the same period. But following the physi¬ 
cal attacks, the service managed to get only 39 of 
the incidents to court for prosecutions. 

The service said 42 were down to patient clin¬ 


ical or mental health issues where staff asked for 
no further action. 

Regional head of security and safety, Steve 
Elliker said: “The trust continues to pursue crim¬ 
inal prosecutions against individuals who physi¬ 
cally assault staff. It remains hugely 
disappointing that any of our staff should have 
to suffer from violence or abuse when they are 
trying to help patients. 

“The trust has a zero tolerance policy in place 
and works extremely hard to bring the full 
weight of the law to bear on anyone who attacks 
our staff.” 

He added: “It is completely unacceptable that 


ambulance staff, who are responding to help peo¬ 
ple in their hour of need, should have to face vio¬ 
lence and verbal abuse.” 

Unison branch secretary for West Midlands 
Ambulance Service, Peter Green, said: “It is dis¬ 
appointing more incidents do not lead to a crim¬ 
inal prosecution, but quite often this is difficult 
to do. Incidents may not always have a witness, 
could involve a mental patient and may be 
reported too late.” 

The number of physical attacks in 2011-12 rose 
slightly from 2010-11, when there were 175 
reported incidents. 

Of these, 30 resulted in a prosecution. 


Safety warning 
over real fires 

FIRE service chiefs in Worcestershire have 
warned residents to take care when using 
wood-burning fires in their homes as autumn 
approaches. 

Hereford and Worcester Fire and Rescue 
Service says residents should always use a 
fire guard to protect against flying sparks 
from hot embers. 

They should also make sure embers are 
properly put out before they go to bed, and 
keep chimneys and flues clean and well main¬ 
tained. 

Tony Richardson, community safety watch 
commander, said: “With the colder winter 
months looming, people will soon be starting 
to light fires and use their chimneys again.” 
He urged people to have their chimneys and 
wood burners swept regularly and ensure 
they have working smoke alarms.

A CONTROVERSIAL one-way system in Dudley that 
caused an outcry from residents over claims they were not 
consulted by the council, is set to finally be scrapped within 
weeks. 

Dudley Council transport chiefs agreed earlier this year 
to make Parkway Road two-way again after a campaign 
from locals who claimed the new system was causing chaos. 
They are now finalising their plans before the changes are 
finalised. The work will cost £9,000. 

More than 400 residents signed a petition and com¬ 
plained to the Local Government Ombudsman, claiming 
they had not been consulted on the changes. 

Parkway Road was made one-way in January 2011 after 
some residents complained it was being used as a rat run. 

They claim emergency vehicles struggled to get through 
the heavy traffic at peak times. Bill Chambers, aged 75, of 
Fullbrook Road wrote to the ombudsman claiming the 
views of residents were not taken into account before the 
road was made one-way. A report says a safety audit carried 
out highlighted a visibility issue when exiting from Parkway 
Road into Himley Road and it was recommended that if the 
one-way system were to be removed the right turn into 
Himley Road from Parkway Road be prohibited.

Family matters are set 
to complicate events 


T he First World War is over, Sybil 
is pregnant with her first child 
and Mary is about to marry 
Matthew. 

So, as we enter 1920, everything is 
well in the Crawley family’s world, 
right? 

Well, not exactly - after all, this is a 
TV drama, so misery, scandal, back¬ 
biting, chaos and tragedy can only be 
just around the corner. 

Certainly life at Downton Abbey 
may never be the same again - 
Bates remains in jail after being 
wrongly convicted of his wife’s 
murder, and butler Carson is 
struggling to find the ‘right’ kind of 
person to join the staff; it seems that 
the war has changed everything and 
people are no longer happy to spend 
their lives waiting hand and foot on 
wealthy aristocrats, not when they 
may have a chance to make 
something of themselves. 

Of course the biggest news from 
this third series is that Oscar-winning 
Hollywood megastar Shirley MacLaine 
is joining the cast as Cora’s 
redoubtable mother, Martha Levinson, 
who makes the journey across the 


Atlantic for the big Crawley wedding. 

“In those days the American women 
who had money were looking for titles, 
and the titled men were looking for 
American money,” explains MacLaine. 
“So Martha fits the bill of the American 
matriarch who lands across the pond 
with money. And they expect her to 
finance whatever’s wrong with 
Downton Abbey.” 

The actress, whose previous 
projects include such massive 
cinematic hits as Sweet Charity, 

Terms of Endearment, The Apartment 
and Steel Magnolias, will only be 
appearing in a handful of episodes, 
but is sure that her character will live 
long in the memory. 

“She is extremely outspoken. 
Martha’s basic role in these episodes 
is to plead with the Dowager 
Countess to wrest herself, if possible, 
away from tradition, because that’s 
what caused the war in the first place, 
and to become more flexible in 
relating to change.” 

What viewers are looking forward to 
is seeing MacLaine and Maggie Smith 
(who plays the Dowager Countess), 
lock horns on screen - after all, they 


are two of the acting game’s most 
formidable, experienced and talented 
women. 

But MacLaine lets us down slightly 
by claiming there won’t be fireworks 
between them: ‘The gunfight at the OK 
Corral does not happen between 
Maggie and me. We do a little sparring, 
we have our moments, but it’s more 
sophisticated than that. Martha is not 
just a crass, cranky American coming 
in there to call a spade a spade. She’s 
very smart and to a large extent 
sensitive as to what’s going on with all 
her daughter’s children. 

‘And Maggie’s character is so well 
established, but you have to look 
beyond what is her expected reaction 
to Martha. The Dowager Countess is 
a human being who has complications 
and a past of some pain that Martha 
understands - and to some extent 
addresses herself to.” 

MacLaine does, however, admit that 
she had a grand old time, and 
especially enjoyed filming at Highclere 
Castle, which doubles as Downton. 

She’s also sure we’re going to enjoy 
watching her character in action - 
and, frankly, we can’t wait to see her.

THE original Mini has been 
voted the greatest British car 
ever made in a poll by Autocar 
readers. 

The Mini beat opposition from the 
original Range Rover, which was 
launched in 1970, and the Jaguar E- 
Type, which was launched in 1961 and 
drew votes on the grounds of beauty, 
function and value. 

The Austin Mini was launched in 


1959 and notched up 5.4 million sales 
during its 41-year lifetime. Autocar’s 
editor-in-chief Steve Cropley says: 
“The Mini had many faults and was 
never profitable, but it rewrote the 
rules and had the biggest impact on 
Britain’s car industry that any car has 
had. It was one of the most remarkable 
cars ever built, what with its seating 
for four plus a decent boot in its mere 
10ft length, revolutionary drive-train 
and gearbox and its ultra-compact sus¬ 


pension.” The poll was conducted to 
coincide with the announcement that 
Britain’s car manufacturing output is 
set to eclipse its highest levels by 2015, 
thanks to massive investment from car 
makers in the country.
